And how are the glorious Irradi- 
ations of Majeſty eclipſed with laſurreRions, and 
popular Diſcontents ? The dying of Hands in the 
Blood of ſovereign Princes has been thought a 
meritorious Act, witneſs Ravillac's Murder of 


Henry IV. King of France; and the Monk's poy- 


ſoning the Emperor of Germany in giving him 
the Sacrameat ; thus he receiv'd his Bane in a 
Dravght for his Salvation, and found his own 
Death in the Cup which he taſted for a Memorial 
of the Death of his Bleſſed Saviour. However, 


not to recite foreign Inſtances, of which Hiſto- 


ries give too many tragical Precedents, I ſhall 


; proceed to the fatal C ataſtrophe which has befel 


our own Monarchs, ſince the coming in of the 
Normans. 

The Saxon Line being reſtor'd again by the 
Acceſſion of Henry Il. to the Throne, King John, the 
third incluſively from him, and who by his Father 


was call'd Lacklard, as being out of Hopes of the 
3 Crown, by reaſon ſeveral Brothers were before 
him, but they all died, wielded the Bririſh Scep- 
tre. His martial Actions were not inferiour to 
his royal Predeceſſors : For he brought Arthur, 
7 Earl of Bretagne, Priſoner to Roan; ſubdu'd all 
the Princes and Nobles of Wales; and alſo bring- 
ing Jraland under his Subjection, caus'd the Laws 
ot England to be executed there, and Money to 
be coyn'd. But let a King be never fo brave, 


juſt, good, and merciful to his People, a ſmall Tax, 
or making a Favourite diſagreeable to their Incli- 
nation, ſo incites theirinconſtant Temper, that they 
can diſpenſe with and wiſh for a new King every 
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Day, to reſiſt his Royal Prerogative vi & armis; 
and ſound an Alarm to Treaſon and Rebellion, 
in Defiance to the Prohibition of Divine and hu- 
man Laws. " 

But in thoſe Days the Nobility were more ſe- 
ditious than the Gentry, and reſt of the Common- 
alty; Noblemen whoſe Grandeur and Titles of 
Honour ſpring from the Fountain of Royal Fa- 
vour, would have Reſpect and Homage from 
others, whom they thought their Inferiors, tho 
as good and great as them by Nature, but thought 
it no Crime to fly in the Fice of that Majeſty, to 


reſiſt which is no leſs (St. Paul ſays) than Pam- 
nation. The Barons would have others in Slave- | 
Ty, and holding Eſtates of them in V:llanage, a | 
Tenure long ſince aboliſh'd in this Kingdom as | 
Peraicious to the Liberty of a frezborn People; 
but would ingratefylly withdraw their Allegi- | 


ance from thoſe moſt dignified Perſons, to whom 
holy Writ gives the Title of Gods. ln thoſe 
Times there could be no Pretence that the Church 


was in Danger, becauſe the People were then (as 


the ſame is wiſh'd now) of one Faith : The Pre- 
tences then to Faction and Sedition were Liberty 
and Property, darling Words made uſe of by 
turbulent Spirits to blow up both Church and 
State. Thoſe very Words have too often been 
made the Prologue ro civil Wars, and have

Blood, Ruin and Deſtruction, than ever was ſpilt 
in Maſſacres and Perſecutions for Religion.

Lives, their Perſons lay more open to popular 
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Guards,as they have lately, to defend their ſ:cred 


Inſults, and oblig'd them to tarniſh their daz- 
ting Glory, by acquieſcing to whatſoever Petiti- 
ons the Populacy requir'd. This King John 
being charg'd by his difloyal Barons with the il- 
legal draining them of Money, they betake them- 
ſelves to Arms, and by open Rebellion forc'd 2 
crown'd Head to bow to the Foot, and in Com- 
pliance to their exorbitant Demands, ſuch was 
his unparallell'd Clemency, as to grant them the 
Liberties t*ey ſo inſolently deſir'd, in Running - 
Mead betwixt Stains and Windſor, in two Char- 
ters, one call'd Charta libertatum, and the other 
Charta de foreſta, Copies of which he ſent into 
every County, a:d commanded the Sheriffs and 
others to ſee them fulfill'd. : 
But theſe great Grant working no Submiſſion 
ig the diſaffected Barons, inſtead of thanking the 
King for his Cond ſcention to the Enjoyment of 
thoſe Rights and Privileges which they had ask U, 
they fly in the Face of Majeſty again; infor uch 
that Injuſtice then became the Arbiter of com- 
mon Equity, the Law lay gaſping at the Foot of 
Faction, Peace at the Mercy of Sedition, and 
Oppreſſion ſept into the Bench, to pronounce up- 
on the Points of Right and Honeſty. The rebel- 
lious Barons, are exaſperated more than ever 
azainſt their lawful Sovereign, and improv'd this 
Diſtemper into a more dreadful civil War than 
before; for by Plunder and Rap ine bavigy imp'd 
their Wings with Eagles Feathers, and likizg no 
Game but what was rak'd «ut of the Aſhes of 
Mouarchy, ticy boldly make head againſt their 
ray | coude- 
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condeſcending Prince; and that they might be 
the better able to cope with him, call in the French 
to their Aſſiſtance. Thus again did the Common- 
wealth turn her Sword againſt her own Breaſt ; 
and invite her antient Enemy to the Funeral of her 
Liberty; ſo that it was a great Providence that 
ſhe fell not, at this Time, under a foreign Yoke 
for ever. By this behold the Omnipotence of 
Ambition and Diſcontent ! The Barons, to bring 
Majeſty to buckle to plebeian Pride,would entail 
perpetual Bondage and Slavery on themſelves 
and Poſterity ; and on the other hand the poor 
King driven to the Extremity of Grief and Deſ- 
Pair, was obliged to the ſubmiſſive Reſignation 
of his Imperial Crown, and othet Regalia of Roy- 
alty, to Pandulphus the Pope's Legate, with the 
Kingdoms of England and Ireland; which being 
now in the Hangs of the chief Pontiff, he had 
depriv'd himſelf of that Power, which none but 
God could take from him. | 

Still his factious Subjects take the Advantage

Emperor of F:z and Morocco, provided he would 
aſſiſt him with Men and Arms to bring his trai- 
terous Subjects to an humble Acknowledgement 
of their forieited Allegiance, it is queſtionable 
whether his Apoſtacy would be imputed to him for 


Sin, or on his Subjects, whoſe Diſloyalty had forc'd | 


him to be as one non compos mentis. They hunted 
him 
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him from one Part of England to another; ſo 
that if he was in the Weſt to day, he muſt fly to 
morrow into the Eaſt, North or Southern Parts 
of his Realm, for Safety ; the loyal Party that 
ſtood by him were either kill'd, or ſtript of what 
tbey had; the poor Remains of his faithful Army 
were diſpirited for want of Subſiſtance, and in

without being convitted, and found puilty by le- 
gal juries, of the Tranſgreſſions they ſtood ac- 
cus'd, or overthrown all the Common and Statute 
Laws of the Land, or ſubverted and alter'd the 
fundamental Conſtitution, in making Engliſh Men 
liable to be ruin'd at the arbitrary Pleaſure of the 
Prince, or forc'd Corporations to ſurrender their 
Charters; why, then, I ſay, his Subjects had had 
ſome Colour of Pretence for rebelling, tho' but 
a very inexcuſable one, ſince the Irregularites of 
crown'd Heads, if they can be guilty of any, are 
no otherwiſe to be reQified than by Paſſive Obe- 
dience and Non- Reſiſtance, The Weapons which

committing a willful Murder, which could not

miſſioners, or Farmers, employ'd him, and there- | 
fore were anſwerable for any Miſdemeanors he | 
had acted. Nothing of this Inſurrection could | 
be imputed to his Majeſty for Male-Admini- 


ſtration, whoſe Actions hitherto ſhin'd like the 
North Star in the Firmament of Royalty, to di- 
rect his Subjects in the Paths of Virtue and 8 
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neſty ; but on the contrary they being prone to 
Faction and Sedition, on every flight Occaſion for 
Diſcontent, they will voluntarily prove the 
Egnis fat uus to miſguide their Abetters and Ad- 
herents into all the Snares of Ruin and Perdition. 

Now a great Number of em being gather'd 
together, they proceeded to Blackheath, by which 
Time being no leſs than 100000 Men, fearing, 
then no Reſiſtance, they began to commit all 
manner of Violence, beheading Simon Sudbury, 
Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, Robert Hales, Prior of 
St. John's, and Appleton, a Fryer Minor, on Towey- 
Hill, beſides all Lawyers and Flemmings; ſpoiling 
all Books of Law, Records, and Monuments they 
could meet withal, and ſetting all Priſoners at 
Liberty. But at laſt, Wat Tyler _— the King 
in Weſt-Smithfield, to talk with him about their 
pretended Grievances, Sir William Walworth, Lord 
Mayor of London, at the King's Command, ar- 
reſt ing the Rebel, he gave him ſuch a Blow on 


the Head with his Mace, that falling from his 


Horſe, he was run through the Body ; whereupon 
the Rebels threw down their Arms, and begging 
Pardon, their Charters were reſtor'd them, and 
they returned Home. Then in Memory cf the 
Lord Mayor's Loyalty and Bravery in this Ex- 
igency, the Bloody Dagger was added to the

As for the infamous Uſurper Oliver Cromwell,
